The question which now 


confronts the council and bond trus- 
tees Is bringing the water to the reser- 
voir, from where It can be pumped 
into the tank for distribution through 
the mains. 


This matter was investigated sever- 


al weeks ago by Mr. Cook, chief en- 
giner for the J. B. McCrary company 
and several propositions 
were sub- 


mitted to the council at that time, the 
price for the work of piping, etc., 
and delivering the water to the reser- 
voir ranging from $11,000 to $18.000. 
according to the kind of pipe used 
and the manner of delivering the wa- 
ter. 


The report of the city treasurer the 


first part of this month showed a 
balance of a little over $8,000 left in 
the waterworks fund, this being what 
is left from the bonds voted and is- 
sued for the construction of the sys- 
tem. This leaves several thousands 
of dollars to be raised in order tj con- 
struct the pipe line from the proposed 
supply to this city, all that remains 
to be done to furnish a supply of good 
water to consumers in the city. 


A new estimate on the expense ot 


-piping the water to the reservoir will 
be prepared by the joint committee, 
with the assistance of the city en- 
gineer and presented at the next joint 
meeting of the council and bond trus- 
tees.

Leaves of the trees 
upon which the fungus wintered are 
attacked again this year. It probably 
does not spread rapidly even on a 
given tree. 


The 
first control 
measures that 


would be suggested from the nature 
of the disease would be clean culture. 
Since the diseased leaves tall they 
must be considered a probable source 
of infection as long as they remain 
under the tree. 
Mr. Matz recom- 


mends that all fallen twigs and 
leaves be raked and burned, together 
with any other trash that might har- 
Ixjr the disease. 


Spraying with bordeaux mixture or 


ammoniacal solution of copper car- 
bonate is recommended during sum- 
mer. 
The 
ammoniacal 
solution is 


cheaper and probably more desirable 
ihan the bordeaux 
because it does 


not stick MO well and consequently 
would not 
remain on-the 
fruit so 


long. 
Both surfaces 
of the leaves 


should be covered by the spray. It is 
also 
probable that pruning of dis- 


eased parts will be beneficial. 


Since the fungus 
winters on the 


branches, winter spraying U recom- 
mended. It is doubtful 
that 
the 


leaves will be attacked if thorough 
spraying Is given during the dormant 
period.

SWEET POTATOES STAPLE CROP. 


If there is a strip of land that has 


escaped a crop up to date, plant sweet 
potatoes. Sweet potatoes have been 
delayed this year on account of the 
spring drouth. Some farmers falle< 
to obtain draws and vines and others 
became discouraged and planted their 
land in some other crop. As a result 
it Is probable 
that there will be a 


good demand for sweet potatoes this 
fall. 


There is usually a good market for
